DECIDEDLY NOT CRICKET. 


Theze is a tendency to overdo 
the log theory bowling business. 
I shou'd no! be surprised if some- 
thing i3 said at headquarters on 
this subject before long. The 
system'of bowling fast, straight at 
the batsmman’s body. forcing him to 
defend himself from personal in- 
jury with bis bat, while four or five 
fieldsmen stand all round him, is 
not cricket and should be stopped. 
Some captains would not allow it 
bat these seem to belong to a by- 
gone age. Tom Richardson end 
Mold did not resort to ‘such 
methods and would probably not 
have been allowed to, so why 
should it creep into the game now? 
P. R. Foster was probably the 
worst offender in this style of 
bowling and his success does not 
appear to me to have improved 
the game in any way. Such bowl- 
ing is almost impossible to score 
off and is doll to watch. However, 
cricket is pot a drawing room 
game so maybe it is 
good for the batsman to te hit 
under the heart 2 few times a 
week. If he had some chance of 
retaliation it would possibly alter 
certain bowlers’ methods. — 

Except for this kick I see 
nothing whatever wrong with the 
grand old game as playod in 1920. 
The experiment of starting 
matcbes on Ssturdays is a success 
and the abolition of two-day 
cricket meets with approval from 
players and spectators alike.

account for their failure in 
aviation. The failure has not been 
in the building of aeroplanes, 
though there hss been no original 
work done in Japan on these 
lines, but in the practical work of 
Dying. It bas not been s lack ot 
nerves, forthe Japanesehave nerve 
enough for anything. .There has 
been something in the Japanese 
constitution tbat hes somehow or 
other disqualified the great mass 
of Japanese aa highly successfol 
aviators.
